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NOTICE TO RESIDENTS
REGARDING WILDLIFE IN BROOKLINE

Various town departments have received calls of sightings of wildlife (coyotes, wild turkeys, foxes,
and deer) throughout the Town. Reports have specifically noted wild turkeys behaving aggressively toward
people.

Wildlife is protected under the State and Federal Laws. However, these recent incidents have
prompted the Town of Brookline through the Animal Control Officer and the Brookline Health Department to
address this public safety concern.

Residents are reminded of the following to assist with this issue:

e DO NOT FEED WILDLIFE:
Feeding wildlife may cause turkeys and coyotes to act in an aggressive manner. Due to the public
safety issue that has resulted, feeding wildlife is deemed contributing to a public health nuisance.
Feeding wildlife is discouraged.

e KEEP BIRDFEEDER AREAS CLEAN:
Please use feeders designed to keep seed off the ground to deter wildlife access. Remove feeders
if coyotes and wild turkeys are regularly seen around your yard.

e SECURE YOUR GARBAGE
Wildlife are attracted to open trash and compost piles. Town-by-Law requires home owners to store
trash in containers with tight fitting lids. Keep compost piles in containers designed to contain and
vent materials.
